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Realized  gross  and  net 
farm  income  and  production 
expenses  per  farm  were  at 
record  levels  in  1966.  The 
$5,049  average  realized  net 
income  per  farm  last  year 
was  71  percent  higher  than  in 
1960  and  double  the  average 
20  years  earlier. 

This  year,  realized  net  in- 
come per  farm  will  be  below 
the  1966  record.  It  will  still 
be  the  second  highest  on  re- 
cord. Some  improvement  in 
average  farm  income  appears 
likely  in  1968.

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FARI-I  INCOME:     THE  I968  OUTLOOK 
AM)  THE  CURRENT  SITUATION 

Summary 

Realized  gross  farm  income  next  year  probably  will  be  record  high,  about 
$50  billion,  and  around  a  billion  dollars  higher  than  in  I967.    Production  ex- 
penses also  will  likely  rise;  the  increase  in  prospect  for  next  year  may  about 
offset  the  increase  in  realized  gross  income.    So,  realized  net  farm  income  in 
1968  may  change  little  from  the  I967  level — slightly  below  $15  billion. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I968  may  be  up  about  2  percent 
from  1967,  due  mainly  to  a  prospective  increase  in  average  prices  for  livestock 
and  livestock  products  and  a  larger  volume  of  marketings  of  crops  carried  over 
from  bumper  I967  crops.    Furthermore,  cotton  marketings  next  year  likely  will 
be  up  sharply  from  the  abnormally  small  marketings  in  I967  when  acreage  was 
voluntarily  reduced  and  bad  weather  further  limited  production.    Direct  Govern- 
ment payments  to  farmers  next  year  are  likely  to  rise  moderately,  as  an  expected 
increase  in  diversion  payments  under  the  I968  Feed  Grain  Program  probablj^  will 
more  than  offset  an  anticipated  small  drop  in  Cotton  Program  payments. 

There  will  be  fewer  fams  and  farmers  next  year,  continuing  the  long 
term  decline.    Therefore,  realized  net  farm  income  per  farm  will  likely  be 
higher  than  in  I967,  but  still  below  the  record  level  of  I966.    The  per  capita 
disposable  income  of  farm  people  from  all  sources  probably  will  be  somewhat 
higher  in  I968  than  this  year.    Some  improvement  will  occur  in  the  per  capita 
disposable  incare  of  fann  people  fron  farm,  sources.    And,  per  capita  nonfarm 
income  received  by  farm  people  is  also  expected  to  be  better  next  year  vrith 
the  econom.y  operating  at  a  high  level. 
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Realized  gross  farm  income  for  I967  will  be  a  little  below  the  record 
,^li9.7  billion  reached  in  I966.    In  addition,  farm  production  expenses  are 
rising  rapidly  this  year,  and  are  expected  to  be  about  a  billion  dollars  higher 
than  the  $33*3  billion  of  I966.    Thus,  realized  net  farm  income  will  probably 
be  slightly  below  $15  billion  in  I967,  down  sharply  from  the  near-record  $l6.U 
billion  in  I966,  but  well  above  all  other  years  since  1952. 

1968  OUTLOOK 

Cash  Receipts  and  Government  Payments 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  prospect  for  I968  may  be  up  around 
a  billion  dollars  from  the  $U2.6  billion  now  in  sight  for  this  year.    Most  of 
the  anticipated  increase  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  will 
likely  be  due  to  higher  prices,  since  little  change  is  likely  in  the  volume  of 
marketings.    Cash  receipts  for  crops  are  also  expected  to  increase,  due  to  a 
sizable  gain  in  the  volume  of  farm  marketings  with  calendar  year  average  prices 
for  crops  not  much  different  than  in  I967. 

Next  year,  farm  prices  will  likely  average  higher  for  cattle  and  hogs, 
while  the  volume  marketed  is  expected  to  show  little  change  from.  I967  levels. 
Prices  will  probably  increase  for  calves  and  lambs  due  to  reduced  marketings. 
In  total,  m.eat  animal  receipts  in  I968  are  projected  higher  than  in  I967. 
Prices  received  for  poultry  products  should  be  improved  sanewhat  over  the  low 
prices  experienced  by  fanners  this  year.    Farm  marketings  may  total  slightly 
lower  next  year  for  eggs  and  turkeys,  but  larger  for  broilers.     Cash  receipts 
from  marketings  of  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  may  be  slightly  higher 
next  year,  vrith  some  increase  in  the  volume  of  marketings  and  little  change  in 
producer  prices. 

Cash  receipts  from,  grower  marketings  of  cotton  in  I968  v^ill  be  substan- 
tially higher  than  this  year.     Cotton  lint  marketings  will  be  up  sharply  due 
to  provisions  of  the  I968  Cotton  Program  which  is  designed  to  increase  produc- 
tion above  I966  and  I967  levels.    Cash  receipts  for  corn  probably  will  be 
somewhat  higher  as  marketings  will  increase  in  volume  due  to  the  large  carryover 
from  the  record  I967  crop,  m.uch  of  which  will  be  sold  in  I968. 

Some  reduction  appears  probable  next  year  in  tobacco  production,  more 
than  offsetting  a  slight  increase  in  the  average  price.     Citrus  prices  are 
expected  to  improve  noticeably  with  a  sharp  drop  forecast  in  the  Florida  orange 
crop  for  1967-68.     Ass^vUning  normal  weather  conditions  in  I968,  soybean  receipts 
may  increase  slightly  as  record  large  marketings  are  anticipated,  partly  frcm 
the  record  I967  crop.    Little  change  is  forecast  in  farm  prices  and  marketings 
of  "i-rfieat  in  calendar  I968. 

Direct  Government  payments  to  farmers  in  I968  are  likely  to  be  some 
5  to  10  percent  above  the  $3.1  billion  expected  this  year.     Diversion  payments 
under  the  I968  Feed  Grain  Program  will  be  up  sharply  from  I967  and  close  to 
1966  levels.    A  slight  increase  is  likely  in  the  value  of  wheat  marketing 
certificates  under  provisions  of  the  I968  V/heat  Program.     Payments  under  the 
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1968  Cotton  Program  are  expected  to  be  lov/er  due  to  an  expected  decline  in 
acreage  diverted  and  in  the  payment  rate  for  diversion.    Payments  under  the 
Cropland  Adjustment  Program,  and  Soil  Banl^  v/ill  be  loi:er  because  som^e  contracts 
imder  both  of  these  prograjns  will  be  phased  out. 

Incom.e  and  Expenses 

The  increase  in  prospect  for  cash  receipts  fran  farm  marketings,  plus 
the  moderate  gain  in  direct  Government  payments,  ^■d.ll  likely  boost  realized 
gross  farm  income  to  a  record  high  next  year  of  just  over  $50  billion.  However, 
farm  production  expenses  in  I968  in  all  probability  vrill  rise  by  at  least  a 
billion  dollars  from  I967  levels,  about  the  same  increase  that  is  occurring 
this  year.    Such  overhead  item.s  as  taxes,  interest,  and  depreciation  charges 
v;ill  be  up  sharply  from  I967.    Prices  paid  by  farm.ers  for  production  items  of 
nonfann  origin  will  likely  continue  their  persistent  rise  next  year.  Sane 
increase  in  usage  of  feed  and  fertilizer  appears  likely  in  I968.    The  trend 
to^-rards  fewer  hired  workers  will  probably  continue  but  higher  wage  rates  will 
be  largely  offsetting. 

Realized  net  farm  incom.e  in  I968  will  probably  be  maintained  at  around 
the  1967  level,  which  is  currently  estim^ated  slightly  belOT-7  $15  billion.  This 
level  of  income  in  prospect  for  next  year  would  be  higher  than  for  any  year 
from  1952  through  1965j  but  do^-m  sharply  from  the  near-record  I966  level  of 
$l£.k  billion. 


1967  CURRENT  ESTIt-lATES 

Cash  Receipts  and  Government  Pa.-i/ments 

Through  September  of  this  year,  cash  receipts  frcn  all  farm  marketings 
vrere  estimated  at  S29.I  billion,  do-^-m  about  $350  million,  or  1  percent,  from 
January-September  I966.    Prices  received  by  farm.ers  for  all  farm  products  in 
the  first  9  months  of  this  year  averaged  about  5'2"'  percent  below  the  comparable 
period  a  year  earlier.    This  decline  in  prices  was  m.ostly  offset  by  a  U  percent 
rise  in  the  total  volume  of  farm  marketings. 

Receipts  from,  m.arketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  during 
January -September  I967  totaled  about  $l8.1  billion  —  dovm  about  1  percent  from 
a  year  earlier.     Cattle  prices  for  the  period  were  dovm  about  1  percent  while 
marketings  were  up  about  3  percent.     Hog  prices  for  the  first  9  nonths  of  this 
year  averaged  about  I8  percent  less,  and  marketings  about  13  percent  more, 
than  for  the  same  period  of  I966.    During  the  month  ending  October  15,  hog 
prices  were  still  running  about  15  percent  below  a  year  earlier  but  the  volume 
of  m.arketings  for  the  month  was  only  up  about  h  percent.    Beef  cattle  prices  in 
October  averaged  2  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago  with  marketings  just  above 
the  com.parable  level  in  I966. 

Receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  v^ere  substantially  higher,  almost  $300 
million  above  the  first  3  quarters  of  I966.  The  volume  of  milk  sold  wholesale 
was  up  about  1  percent  with  prices  averaging  about  7  percent  higher.  However, 
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milk  prices  in  the  remaining  months  of  this  year  are  not  expected  to  maintain 
the  gain  over  a  year  earlier.     Broiler  marketings  were  up  about  7  percent; 
prices  were  down  sharply,  about  1^  percent.     Egg  prices  were  almost  one-fifth 
lower  than  a  year  earlier  through  the  first  9  nionths  of  this  year  as  marketings 
rose  7  percent. 

Receipts  from,  marketings  of  crops  in  the  first  3  quarters  of  I967  were 
estimated  at  $11.0  billion  —  about  ^150  million  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Receipts  from  corn  and  grain  sorghum  were  estimated  higher  than  a  year  earlier 
due  mainly  to  a  sharp  increase  in  the  volume  of  m.arketings.    Feed  crop  prices 
in  the  latter  part  of  this  year  will  be  substantially  lower  than  a  year  earlier 
as  the  bumper  crop  moves  to  market.    Wheat  prices  were  also  running  below  a 
year  earlier,  but  marketings  from  the  record  wheat  crop  were  maintaining  income. 
Producers  Participating  in  the  I967  Feed  Grain  and  VHieat  Program  are  receiving 
supplemental  paymients;  feed  grain  payments  are  running  under  a  year  earlier 
while  wheat  payments  are  slightly  above  I966  levels. 

Receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  cotton  through  September  were  estimated 
sharply  lower  than  last  year  due  to  a  large  decline  in  both  the  volume  marketed 
and  in  the  average  price  received.    However,  cotton  prices  in  recent  months 
have  strengthened  and  in  October  were  substantially  above  year-earlier  levels. 
The  indicated  cotton  crop  for  I967  is  the  smallest  since  1921,  and  at  8.1  mil- 
lion bales  is  1.5  million  bales  less  than  last  year.     Cotton  producers  partici- 
pating in  the  Domestic  Allotment  Program  are  receiving  supplemental  payments 
which  will  offset  a  good  part  of  the  loss  due  to  lovrer  support  prices  and 
reduced  cotton  acreage. 

Through  September  direct  Government  payments  to  farmers  were  reported 
at  $2,U80  million,  some  $156  million  less  than  for  the  January-September  I966 
period.    For  all  of  I967  direct  Governm.ent  pa;vTi^.ents  to  farmers  are  expected  to 
be  around  $3.1  billion  compared  with  §3.3  billion  in  I966.    The  drop  in  feed 
grain  payments  only  partly  offset  by  increasing  cotton  and  wheat  payments  is 
expected  to  account  for  the  decline  in  the  total. 

Expenses 

Production  expenses  through  the  first  3  quarters  were  running  at  an 
annual  rate  of  $3^.^  billion  —  up  about  $1.3  billion  from  the  rate  in  January- 
September  1966.    The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  items, 
interest,  taxes  and  wage  rates  is  up  over  3  percent.    Almost  all  production 
items,  with  the  exception  of  feeder  livestock,  were  higher  in  price  than  a 
year  earlier.     Farm  real  estate  tax  rates  and  mortgage  interest  per  acre  were 
up  substantially,  as  has  been  the  case  in  recent  years. 

Purchases  of  replacement  and  feeder  livestock  were  estim.ated  somewhat 
lov7er  in  the  first  three  quarters  of  this  year  than  in  I966.    Use  of  fertilizer 
continues  to  show  sizable  increases.     The  tonnage  of  purchased  feed  is  up  from 
a  year  earlier.    The  number  of  hired  farm  workers  v;as  do^-m  over  7  percent 
through  September  but  this  vzas  about  offset  by  rapidly  rising  farm  wage  rates. 
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Gross  and  Xet  Income 

Realised  gross  farm  income  in  the  first  three  quarters  of  I967  was 
rimning  at  a  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate  of  $'49.2  billion,  down  about  1 
percent  from  the  near-record  rate  in  January-September  I966.    Farm  production 
expenses  were  continuing  their  rise  in  I967,  and  through  September  were 
estimated  almost  h  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    With  the  slight  drop 
in  gross  income  and  the  rise  in  costs,  realized  net  farm  incom.e  through  the 
first  9  months  of  the  year  was  at  an  annual  rate  of  $1^4^.8  billion,  canpared 
V7ith  $16. 5  billion  in  the  same  period  of  I966. 

Net  income  realized  per  farm  this  year  will  be  dovm  noticeably  from,  the 
record  $5,0^9  reached  in  I966,  but  v;-ill  still  be  the  second  highest  on  record. 
The  per  capita  disposable  personal  income  of  the  farm  population  fron  all  sources 
this  year  may  shov  only  little  change  from  the  record  $1,717  experienced  in 
1966,  as  the  decline  in  farm  income  is  about  offset  by  a  declining  farm  popuJ.a- 
tion  and  an  expected  rise  in  incom.e  frm  nonfarm  sources.
